« conſcionable AMinifitie. But to make demonſtra- 
tion of ſome partieulars wherein that danger ſtan- 
deth, and to d:ſtoner ſome of thoſe cloſer Conveyart- 
ces which are praiſed inthat-Myſterie of Iniquitie, 
cannot chuſe but be a worke acceptable to all knowing 
men: the rather becanſe the DoQrines and Poſiti- 
ons of later times ( 4s one well obſerueth of them ) 
like to Watermen wpon the Thames j their faces one 
way, #nd row another. Amongſt whom the Poſitions 
and Tencats of that Society of [elaites, challenge all 
priority : For theſemen, aboue all others whows this 
laft Century of yeares hath produced, haue the right 
tricke of it (as a Duke of Vealcopety wittily of them) 
with the one hand, to point vs the way towards Hea- 
wen, and with the other hand to cheate ys of our rem. 
porall poſieſſions, under 4 colour of Religion,and cloke 
of colieſſe trading for Kingdomes and Empires, 
and Soules of Men, Revel.18.13. 

It now draweth neare vpon an hunared yeares com- 
pleat, once this Sect was Fs brought vpon the Stage 
#f the Chriftran world, by a ſuperſtitious Spaniſh 


Sould:er, named; Inico Lorora, 4 may not 


more lame in his limbes, then in his Religion : how- 
bert his Dilciples fence his death hane Chrifbened hins 
4 zew, for his and their owne further credit , into the 
nary of Icnativs Da Lotota: Since which 


time; what wonders haue beene wrought by that Sos. 


cietie, wot in Chriſtendome onely , but alſo inthe re. 
muteſt Nations, their owne Annals ave relate; I will 
net ſay how trutly, and our eyes haue ſeene , ant! our 
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carts hane heard not without «ftoniſhment , for thy 


are the Spitics of Divels working Myraclts, to goe 


therewith tothe Kings of the Earth, aud to the whole 


World, to gather them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty Revel. 15. 14. 

And yet  howbeit they hane power given them from 
God,as 4 iuff plague to to: ment and hurt tht wpbelee- 
wing and d. ſobedient world their power and times are 
limited , their power 1s to torment and hurt oxely, 
their time but for Five Monerhs, Revel. g. no. 

How neare they are now growne to ſuch a Bulke, as 
they can hardly haue either meanes,or hope to inlarge, 
all wiſe and vnder landing men diſcerne: and howeuer 
they flatter their great Catholicke Maiſter, with hopes 
of afifth Monarchy (for they hane « King oxer them, 
whoſe name is Avon ry oN, the Deſtroyer, as Revel. 
9.47. that F ninerſall Difturber of the peace of Chri- 
fendome ) : yet we are not ignorant, nor could them. 
ſelues be ſo , (if ambition of Temporall G Ye not 
blinded them quite ) that a fifth cMonarchie m this 
caſe, is more by one, then D aw 12x 1 ever Prophecied, 

I am halfe perſwaded , that the concluſion of 
this hundred of yeares which is now expired within 
ten, ſincetheſe [eluites firſt appearedin the Chriſti. 
an world, ſhall ſhew to Chriftenaome, and to the whole 
world,an vnexpeted and incredible altcration, in the 
Body of this Monſter. 

And I am the rather inducedto thinke ſo ; becauſe, 

1 hane here underſtood as much in effett, from a couple 
of their owne, men for learning and ingenuity ſecond 
to none (for any thing I can perceine ) that ener that 
Societie bred. Who haning beene educated many 
A 3 yeares

yeares together, euen from their youth upward in that 
$e&, andbeing (euen when they began to grow into 

 yeares) illuminated by the beames of Gods more faus- 
rable and bleſſed ſpirit, forſooke that Society, vpon 
mature deliberation,not for want of meanes or prefer- 
ment, or any ſuch Temporall diſcontentment , but 
meerely and onely, Motu Divino, as may ſufficiently 
appeare by their exſuing diſcourſe : and that no je 
then 50. yeares agoe, as the date thereof teſtifieth : 
when the greateſt part of thoſe Miſchiefes, which now 
#uerſpread the face of the whole Chriſtian world were 
but inthe ſhell: and thoſe ſpirituall wickedneſſes , 
which at th:s day rule in high places, were onely Con- 
ceptions, and a meere Embryo. 

Now the ſame reaſons, which cauſed theſe two mo 
learned and graue Fathers, to renouncethat doublefa- 
ced Societie in thoſe times,may now (doubtleſſe)much 
more preuaile with underſtanding men,to whom 1 de- 

fire to Miniſter this Diſconery , as an Antidote a- 
gainſt Ieſuiriſme : foraſmnch, as our eyes haue now 
| ſeene thoſe things, or the greateſt part thereof ,punttu- 
ally fulfilled,which theſe men , by obſeruation of the 
Defignes of that Society, haue ſo long fince foreſeenc, 
and ſotruely foretold : Witneſſe Bohemia, Germa- 
ny, part of Denmarke, aud part of France, with rheir 
late atchienement at Rochel, the Towne wherein 
that Copie was printed, out of which 1 haue extracted 
ſome part of thu Diſcouerie. 

But 1will not foreſtall the inſuing Relation, with 4 
tediows Epilile : For I dare ſay that your Honours and 
Worſhips are not ignorant , that as to particularize 
the Impoſtures of theſe times, in Divine _ , 154 
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DEDICATORIE. 

labour not fit for mortalitic towndertake , ſeting the 
Pen of ſuch an one as might be accounted 4 Saint for 
bis labour, would hazard tobe blunted in the perfar- 
mance thereof”: So, to anatomize the Multifarioue 
and intricate ſubtilties of that pragmaticall Societie 
of leſuites, were a worke almoſt of equall difficulty , 
and might beget no leſſe wonder. 

What I haue beene enabled to doe herein, 1 doe hum- 
bly praiſe God for, and doe as gladly and freely dedi. 
cate to your Honors acceptation hoping that where the 
language ſhall ſeeme to ſound harſhly, you will fauon- 
ral} 'y pardon it and confrder me, as little better then a 
Tranſlator, bound to tread in the ſteps of another. 

Ard if hereby, you ſhall be any way better infor- 
med then formerly touching thoſe irong Deluſions, 
wherewith Sathan, by meanes of this Societie,labou. 
reth to deceine the very Elefb,giue God the praiſe,and 
let my weake, but well-meant indeavours, receine 4 
fauourable conſlruttion , as being intended for the 
good of my Country in generall , but eſpecially , as a 
reſtimoniall of my due reſpett and ſeruice,whoreſt for 
the welfare of the Honourable and Graue Senate of

Me thinkes Chriſtianme ({aith 
hee) when I conſider all Circumſtances impartial- 
ly, comparing, them one with another , this our 
profeſſion of Ieſpitiſme wherein wee live is wholly 
compaRted of Superſtition, Hypocrifie,and a great 
deale of diflembled and pretended SanQtitic,being 
euen deviſed of the Deuill himſelfe in this elder 


and doating age of the world, purpoſely thereby

| to makeſale vnto' Mankind of all the Errors, toyes 
and Syperfticions.of Poperiz, and (to vic a homely 
phraſe againſt my will, bur that ic is moft proper 
and Ggnificant in-chis caſe) ro take the flinking 
- excremnents of Papiſtrie {0 odious in their owne 
nature, and ſauouring'njuch more loathſomely 
at this time, eſpecially wherein they are fo ofaen 
Rirredin, by/many curious and great Schollers, 
and. by compounding and tempering the ſame 
with pretences of: Holinefle, and wrapping them 
vp ina great number of obſcuricies and ſubtilcies 
to vent them once more to the whole Chriftian 
world for ſweet Drugs and Spices of price, and 
that after ſuch a manner , that they will compel! 
men to bee theyr Chapmen for them to buy whe- 
ther they will or not. Yea, and che matter is now 
carried in ſuch ſort,chatnoching can be diſeouered 
in the religion of Poperie, how baſe, falfe, and ab- 
bominable ſocver, which this Socictie preſumeth 
not by ſomenew deuiſe or other, eyrher through 
blinding the eye of Vnderftanding, or by craftie 
Conueyances,coucring the abſurditie and talſhood 
thercof, to make appeare both faire and true. 
Wherefore I ſuppeſe, that it ftandeth vs much vp. 
onto confider ſeriouſly in what a profefſion wee 
liue, leaſt if wee ſhallnegle to take notice of the 
falſheod thereof now, our blefled Lord and Saui- 
our himſelfe negle& to acknowledge vs for his 
owne in the day of our generall accompt, and af- 
terwards, wee may doe as that moſt excellent Pre- 
Ierem,51.6, Phet lax zmtn commandeth, Flic out of the Mid- 


deff of Babel and deliner every man his owne Soule. 
Cuntsr: 
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of the Tesvirns. 
 Cunrsrians Frxancisy. Vyhercunto Ire- 
plyed thus; And is it true Pas/? Can youadmita 
thought, that the moſt Holy and Learncd profel- 
fion in the world at this tire, ſhould bee falſe and 
hypocritical]? I aſſure you, I hold this Religion 
to bee the true Religion, and ſo conſequently that 
our ſelues are bound to continue in the ſame, as in 
our lawfull Yocation, according to the Dectrine 
of the holy Apefile, and not to depart a jot there- 
from, or cl{call Religions in the world tobe falſe, 
and by all meancs to be auoyded. Y 
Pay. 1 was of your mind Chriſtianms, laid 
Paul, before I centred into this Profeſſion, and ther- 
fore 1 burſt violently out of the armes of this flac- 
tering world (though ſhee was vawilling to letme 
eſcape out of her elutches) and came running as it 
were in haſt to'this Socictie of Ieſuites, as to the 
moſt holy of all profcſſions of Religion, and the 
moſt pleafing to Gov (as I ſuppoſed) and the 
moſt comfortable to mine owne ſoule. 

But now, whereas I cxpeRed to find true and 
vnfeigned Holines thercin, Je is wee, I mectwith 
nothing but.meere Hypocrifie and Diſhinau/atior: .. 

And now cuen thine owne ſelte (O Chrift;aw) 
ſhalt ſee apparantly that whac I haue ſpoken is nor 
deuiſed of hatred, or cuili will, but that ] ſpeake it 
as a man convinced in Conſcience by the Truth it 
ſelfe, and eucn caforced thereunto a my will, 
if forthwith thou doeſt but fearch into the depth 
as I baue done,and into the very foundations of the 
Societie, andrelinquiſhing all volumtary.or(asour 
Societic termeth ir) Holy @mplicity and — 
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4 The Dottrine and Prattyice 

otheart, thou beguidedby the pure light of rea- 
{on; and: bcholding the&ſame with a'fincere'vnder- 
anding, no way ferſtalled with Icfuiricall D-lufi- 
ans, thou canſi take a view of the Cozenage and 
knaueticthercof : which if thoudocft, (as it is my 
hope thatthou wilt 3) I doubt not but that thou 
ſhalr quickly diſcerne, by thoſe ſpiriruall foundati- 
ons which are layd in euery houſe of Probationers 
amongſt vs for the Educationot Nouices, and in- 
ſtrutingthem according to the rule of that Socie- 
tie, that none at all is fitting to bee admitted into 
this profeſſion, bur ſuch enely as haue a prepenſe 
inclinatios, eyther by zature, or acquired by ſer- 
uile.Education, and ſuddenly reſolued vpon in 
fome fir of aſtoniſhmeat,of 2eart ro hypocriſieand 
ſuperſtition z That is to ſay, ſome ſuch man as is 
well skilled, by an apparant SanCtifle of leoke or 
demureneſs of Countenance, to make ſhew.in pub- 
like of his Deuotion (as they cearme ir,) which our 
bleſſed Sauiour hath commanded. to reſerue for. 
our private Cloſers, and ſuch a one as praying in 
publike like a Pharifie ar a Faſt, can cunningly 
change the''coppic of his Countenance at plea- 
ſure; which manner of behauiour , howbcir in- 
deed and in truth it bee nothing but Hypocriſie, 
yet it is tiled by our Societie, Ed:ficatios forſooth, 

and Deyotion. | : 
 Verily. Chriſtian, I doe euery day more and 
more plainely percciue, and doe exceedingly be- 
waile to ſec, that this is the very foundatien where- 
Ypon our Secietic is built, aor will my Conſcicace 
| | cuer 
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euer ſuffer me to bee arquier, till I haue purged my 
ſelfe from theſe pollutions. 

But if ſo be, that your ſelfe hauing your vnder- 
Randing forcſtalled with daily Cuſtome, which is 
a ſecond Nature, doe not yer perhaps. perceiue 
thus much, I will vadoubtedly proue vats you by 
infallible Demonſtrations, how you may beable to 
colle& thus much by. very touch and feeling, 
which though it bee the moſt ſtupid of all Sences, 
yet it is the. moſt. infallible and bardeft ro bee de. 
ceived. 

CunisSTIian, Indeed, fayd I, Paul,l doe con- 
feſſe that-I doe not yer fully vaderftand thus-much. 
Wherefore if you ſuppelc me to be inveloped in 
a Myft of eſuitiſmre, be a meanes I beſcech you 
thai l may Difcerne, at the leaft by touching the 
meaning of theſe things, whereof you haue now 
begun to ſpaake. 

Payt. Vell then, faid hee, come hither vnto 
me yet a litle neerer, and by calling thy memory to 
an accompt, lay thy hand (as ic were) vponall chat 
SanQtity whereof thou haſt had expericnce hither- 
to, partly inthy ſelfe, and partly in other I:ſuites, 
and weighing the ſame deliberacely together, with 
the ſeuerall diſpoſitions of the people, as they are 
Italians, Spaniards, French,or Dutch,ingenuvus or 
blockiſh, tree-borne, or baſe, confader them apart 
ſcriouſly,fo ſhalt chou at laſt bee reſolued. Laffure 
my ſelte, that thou haft euer obſerued, and reoke 
noticeof more- frequent and outward expreflions 
of Ieſuiticall Deuotion in Spentards, and Italians, 


then in Gerwans, French, or other Nations, and 
P 3 moſt. 
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moſt vſually in ſeruile and blockifh companions, 
much more then in free-borne and ingenueus Gen- 
rlemen, | 

Now as touching the Spaniard himſelfe, you 
ſhall find that this Diſpoſition in him, proceedeth 
meecrely trom his ſeruile Education in the Chrifti- 
an Religion : Forthere is in Spaine (as your lelfe 
know as well as I doe) ſo ftri& a courſe taken fer 
inquiry into eucry particuler man, touching his 
profeſſion, at the leaft of the Romane Religion, and 
the ſame is ſs narrowly watched for flying away, 
that except the very Sonnes and Children them- 
felues ſhall bring a Faggot to the burning of their 
Fachers, (if once they be adjudged Hererickes) and 
fo become little lefle then the Executioners of their 
Parents, they are generally reputed Heretickes, and - 
worthy to fry with them in the ſame flame. 

Whereby it is apparant enough, that the Spay:- 
4rds of neceſſitie muſt be Superftitious, and: very 
trequent inall outward afts of Deverioy, and both 
in life and death Romaye Catholiques. Yeagthey had 
need to take heed, that they doe not ſo much as 
{mell ike an Hereticke,when they arerotren in their 
Graues, leaft if they haue fallen ſhort in outward 
teſtimonies of Religion, they happen to bee ſuſpe- 
Ced tonching the Faith, and come tobe moſt (e- 
uerely perſecuted to the third and fourth gene- 
ration, 

How then can it bee pofliblely, that the Spanrfb 
Nation, being borne and bred, educated and in» 
firuQed in ſuch infinire flaverie of minde, being al. 
ſo by Nature hot and cheltericke fhould chuſc bur 
be 
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be moſt violent, or (if you pleaſe to tearme it ſo) 
moſt Devout in his Religion? 

Yea, how could the Deuill himſclie if hee were 
lyable to the Spanſh Inquificion, how could hee a- 
voydir, but hee muſt be compelled at all times to 
transforme hkialeite into an Angell of light, and co 
acquire ſome habite, at the leaft ro put on an out- 
fide of Romiſh ſuperſtition and ſceming SanRitie ? 
From this Fountaine ſprung that Jenarus de Loie- 
la, whe being a Souldier, and by the valour of the 
French at the ſeidge of the Caftle at Pawpeloun, in 
the Kingdome of Navarre, ſpoyled for tollowing 
that profeſſion any longer, and outfiripping all o- 
thers in Superſtition , became the Faunder of the 
ſeſuiticall Order, by whom hee might in time to 
come, not onely bee reuenged of the French, but 
a!ſo make a Conqueſt of all the Chriftian world 
beſides, 

You ſhall alſo obſcrue in 1talians, that they are 
exccediagly frequent in thoſe ourward adts of re- 
ligious Dcuotion, and that through a naturall in- 
clination which they haue to hypocriſie and diſfi- 
mulation, as a Nation which cner hath bin (as ap- 
peareth by all cheir antient Monuments and Re- 
cords) very ſuperſtitious, and are to this day incli- 
nable to werſhip-a multitude of Deities, and mar» - 

uetlous prone to Idolatie; inſomuch, that it may - 
- calily be demonfirated, how out of this Cupof 
Fornication, that people hath powred eut many - 
things into Chriſtian Religion, and- infeQed ic 
throughout with deadly poyſon. VWherewith the 


whole Chriſtian world beivg for the moſt part w 
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ticed and deceiued , by the ſweetneſſe, delitioul- 
neſſe, Antiquity, and faire ontfide thereof is, ina 


- manner quite inebriated, whiles day by day in the 
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matter of ſaſuation, they reſort to a Rabble of 
Romiſh Deities, and toa Numberlefſe number of 
Saints forſooth,ſubfticuted by the Popes of Rome,in 
roome of the Heathen Gods, and propounded to 

be invocated and prayed vnto, and them multip!y- 
ed continually, thongh nor in deed, yer'in their 

names,as alſo ro nany Goddeſſes ferainine Saints, 
amongft whom queftionles the Virgin Hary was 
brought in as in the place of Ceres, whom the Rs- 

man Matrons in the time of Heatheniſme, did 

meſt religiouſly adore with burning tapers,art ſuch 

time of the yeare as the Feaft of Candlemas or Puri- 

bcation of che blefled Virgin was enafted. 

Which thing,I am therather induced to beleeue 
{ecing what for the increaſe of their Idolatry, this 
very ſolemnity was purpoſely contriued to fall into 
the moneth of February, that being the ſc]fe ſame 
time of rhe yeere the antient heathen Rowanes kept 
their Feaft called Februa, offering vp ſacrifices 
for all ſoules, and for the purging or expiating of 
the finnes of the whole City, 

For indeed,all the people of Rome, at that time 
of the yeare (as their owne Writers teftifi:) was 
wholly taken vp with making Ovlations and Sacri- 
fices, with lighted Torches and waxen Candles a+ 
bout the Sepulchers of rhe Dead, for obtaining of 
reſt to the Soules. of their friends departed. And 
finding the Scriptures of God, vnwilling of them- 
{elues to conſent to this [dolatry, they hauc forced 
and 
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and drawn them thereunto, (as it were)by the head 
and ſhoulders, and bauing by chance flumbled 
vpon one booke or other that ſeemech to approue 
that opinion in ſome ſorr, they have mad: that 
booke Canonical], that ſo their opinion might bee 
made alrogether an Article of our Faith,in defence 
whereof,as well as of other points,all the Doors, 
(or rather Doddjpoles) of the Romane Church doe 
labour till they tweate againe, bur all in vaine, till 
at the laſt perceiving, that they nothing aduantage 
their capſc, by all the new Arguments they can 
deuiſ-, 2nd rake vp day by day, they retice ia the 
end of ail co the traditions of the Church as to their 
ſhore Anchor and onely ſafe harbour in that caſe : 
When as neuerthelefle, that very tradition it ſelfe 
is for the moſt part (1 may lately ſay altogether) 
vnder propped by that great and principall 1doll 
of Rome,which wich its greatnefle doth (in a man- 
ner) rcach vp to heauen . Y:amaketh irſclte equall 
ro that ener to bee adored and bleſſed Trinity, by 
that triple rowne it weareth, and that threefold 
gemiculation which is expefcd trom all ſuch as 
dare to approach necre vnto him, 

Neither indeed,can I ſuppoſe that the Germaines 
and Bohemians, being naturally and of themſclues 
inclinable co crue piety, did ſo cafily fall off from 
the Church of Rexe, for any other cauſe ſo much 
as for this z to wit, becauſe in regard of that hone- 
ſtie and grauitic of manners which is in them by 
Narure, they / haue cuer abhorred & cannet away 
with to this day a multitude of Idols and Cere. 
C monies, 
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monies, with al! that leuity of Minnick repreſenta- 
tions and {upecſtictions, howbcit indeed they haue 
dcfi'ed themi.lues for many yeeres together with 
this I.tolatry an{ inconſtanc'e, being ouerborne by 
the aur hority of thai Romare Idoll, and that intal- 
lbilicy of Spirit, which they fo bragge that they 
h 1d in Feeſtmple,or at the leaſt haue an everlafting 
leaſe thereofro themſclues and their poſterities for 
euer. And though it beſ., thar ſome men being 
caught by our Jeſaites, with the glorious names 
of Hierome , Ambroſe, Auguſtine, Bernard Thomas 
Aquinas & other Satats,9o returne co their former = 
abomunations, ſurely they are none buriillicerare, 
and vnexperienced youthes ornone of the wilſeſt 
and knowing men, but rather ſuch as being diſtra- 
&-d with an importunate and confuſed rumour, 
of Leaining aa4 H-»/incffe, are not able to vnder- 
ſtand the miſtery of this bufineſſe , or to diſcerne 
arightof macrers in queſtion,nor d:>e percetue,chat 
foraſmuch, as theſe Fathers of our Societie haue 
mage the Biſh»p of Rome ancarthly Derty,by ap. 
proprtiating vnto him a ſoueraigne Power, oner all 
perſons, and an infalhbility of eruch in doQrine,fo 
in lieu of this their Curtche ro him, this Rowan- 
God. Almighty hath |:kewiſe conferred vpon them, 
and by a tree donation entayled vpon them and 
their poſterity the natne of holy Fathers, for euer 
and cuer, | . 

Aad a'[ this only for this purpoſe that ſo godly a 
pecce of DaQrine deuiſed by them,and tending ſo 
much co the vpholding of kis Fatheraoog ( I = 

FI mo 
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almoſt ſaid falſhood,) might not ſeerre any hu- 
maine device, but rather as it were 8 Divine conſli- 
turion and an Oracle from Heauen: and that kim- 
ſelfe euermore relying thereupon, might by vertue 
of his Diuine prerogatiue,haue power to create and 
ordaine tor the whole Chriſtian woild, what Arti- 
cles of Paith hee pleaſed. | 

Laft of all, who doth not ſee, that ſeruile and 
blockiſh Companions (tor theſe onely remaine in 
our Diwſion') doe for this verygaule both more 
willingly fall inco, and more obſtinately maintaine 
this blockiſh and ſlauiſh Religion, as more natural- 
ly agreeing to themielues and their inclinations. 

Bur this point I am ſure, your ſclfe vade:ftand 
pertely, who haue but a few dayes agoe (as you 
cannot chuſe but remember) cxpreſſed vnto mee 
your owne particular griefe, for the rude and bloc- 
kiſh qualities of our Collegiates, when you related 
ynro me not without indignation, that aſter you 
returned from 1talie into Germany, you were (X- 
ceedingly moleſied in mind with Confideration 
thereof, and did many a time wiſh your ſelfe out of 
this world, rather then to live to be confirained ta 
doe any thing againſt your Calling , with this 
thought, and the experience you had of the 
truch thereof, did wonderfully weaken and infringe; 
to wit, that in theſe parts, there were none obler- 
ued to enter into or at the leaſt co continue in that 
Sociery of Xſuites, but the very Dregs of Man- 
kind, ſuch as were hardly capable of reaſon, much 
lefle of true Piety and Religion: varo whom neucr- 
theleſſe, becauſe they excced in number, you muft 
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conforme your {elfe inall things, it you defire to 
liue in peace abroad, and enigy any quiet or Con- 
tent at home. 

And thus I hane made knowne vnto yor, the 
foundation of our Sociery,let vs now proceed vnta 
the body thercof, the eſtate whereof is cafily diſco- 
ueredfrom the originall, as it were, and cuſs 
thcrof, For inaſmuch as our Socierie web moſt im- 
pudently arrogateth to itſelte thenameof {ESY, 
is compoſed of ach a ſizcke of Hypocrires and {u- 
perſicious perſons, it deſerueth rather to bee tear- 
med a Phariſaicall Religion: howbeit ( as I haue 
ſaid) it bee clothed wich the moſt glorious name 
of Iss v, to the end that wretched mortals might 
henceforth baue the Enemies and Traitors of their 


owne ſalvation , not onely lurking vnder ſheepes 


clothing, bur alſo vader the very ornament of Divi. 
nity, that by this meanes the very Ele&t (if it could 
beepcflibly ) ſuſpeFing no falſhood tobee vader 
ſo glorious a name of cruth, might bee drawne into 
errour. 

Now the whole body of our fociety,belides their 
Father Generall , who is che Head and Coripheme 
of this Ocder, coinprehen2eth only theſe f1xe forts 
of perlons.

The profeffors of 4. Vowes ate ſo called, becauſe 
that oner and aboue rhe 3. common vowes of Po. 
verty, Chaſtry,& Obedience, they make a peculiar 
vow of Obedicuce to the Pope of Rexre, andpro- 
miſe him,that they will diſperſe and publiſh the er- 
rors and ſuperſtitions of the Romane Religion 
throughout ail the worJd,whenſoeuer he (ſhall com- 
mand, No petito viatico , at their owne coſt and 
charges, 

And againe,vnto the Father Generall they vow, 
Ab xegationem honorum,"o renounce all kenours , 
forſoeth, becauſe they will not be made Cardinals 
out of the Socictie, and yer therein they are made 
very Cardinals in the Socictie, as our of whom 
oncly their Father Generall, who is in effe& no- 
thing elſc but the Pope of thar Societie, muſi bee c- 
Iefted, and vpon whom as vpon hinges, the whole 
Societie may d2pend and be turned euery way for 
aduantage, VVnich men alſo may retaine a pub- 
lIique repute of being Learned and Holy men : aad 
ſohis lying and fooliſh Socterie, whiles it ſuppo- 
ſerh that ir auoydeth Ambition, or would bee 
thought ſo to doe, faileih headivung into it, not 
much vnlike ti:ofc toulith P yioſophers, whom 
Cicero mentioneth, who by {erting their owne 
Names vpon thoſe Bookes, which hey bad writ- 
tr: touching ihe Contemprof Glory, haucthere- 
in fooliſhly khed tor vaine Clory :o cheinlelues, 

Now thoſe who iaue prof fl:d tar: ce vowes are 
as very Byſhops in the focterie , and whereas in 0. 
ther Octers this debrec is nor diftinguiſhed irem 
ſ1up:c Piicithood , but as many as are orfained 
C3 Piictte,

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Pciefts may alſo be Profeflors, In this our focietie 
there is a diſtin tion betwixt thoſe two, to the end 
( forſooth) that this degree may i{ceme the higher, 
and more cminent, if many yeares after a man hath 
beene made Pricft he may be admitted to profefi- 
on, as vato a Byſhopricke, By which diftiaions 
they make it appeare vnto vs cuideatly enough , 
that they haue conuerted the baſe ſhew of Ambi- 
tion, inco a moſt beautifull and glorious picturs , 
or outfide of vaine glory , which might moue ail 
all men liuing with ics beautic,and might allure and 
retaine vnto ut ſelfe, a grzat number of perſons of 
all eftaics, and degrees, and of both ſcxes. 
Wheceas,if men looking ſeriouſly inco this out- 
ward forine, and formall outſide ; and with the 


picrcing eye of true vnderfianding fhould behold 


the infide thereof; queſtionlefle , they might there 
diſcouer cloſely concealed vnder our ſocietie, that 
ſecond beaft which maketh all the world tro worſhip 
the fiſt, {poe.13.12. 

' Forby the firli beaft, | vuderſtand the Byſhop of 
Rome,'vho in regard of that ſecular pow:r which 
he viurpes,is indeed and in truth that Antichriſt 
whon eur faciety now cauſeth te bee worſhipped 
almoſall the world ouer,and that it muſt continue 
to doe focuerlaſtingly, hath bound it ſelfe by thar 
their fourth and more peculiar vow.. 

Now that which our bleſſed Lord and Saviour 


and his beloued Diſciple Saint I oux, and the Pro. 


phet Dan1srr doe ſpeake, touching the ſhore 
time of Antichrifts raigne, is to bee vnderftood of 
the laſt perſecution, which ſhall be, at ſuch time as 
that 
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- that firſtheaft the Pope, ſhill by that ſecond beaft 
our S5>cietic,in ſome part hauerecouered Germary, 
' Bohemia, and other Kingdomes,lately raken out oft 
their hands, and ſhall ſce many other Realmes and 
P. ircipalities reduced to their obedienceby the 
ſme. For then ſhall this ſociety being grownerich, 
megnifie irs owne heart, and riſc vp againſt the 
King of Kings, and be cruſhed to peeces without Daa.8.z5. ' 
hands. 
Spiritual] Coadjutors ( vader which name are 
comp:ehended all Prieſts and profeflors of Diui- 
nity or Phyloſophy, and all and fingular teachers 
| ot theinf:riour Arts not yet hauing made profeſſi- 
on ) hauing firſt vowed Poverty,Chaſtity, and O. 
bedience, doe aſlift this beaſt in peruerting and ſe- 
ducing of Soules vato the firft Beaſt, Whercin 
as ary one ſhall approuc himſelfe more apt and in- 
genious then his fellowes, ſo is he the more quick- 
ly admitted by profeſſtun to bee a Member of this 
Monſter. 
Now choſe who are called Temporal! Coadju- 
tors, hauecharge to prouidefor the backe and bel. 
ly of this Beaft, purucying and providing for the 
ſame and intcrimedling with all Domeſticke buſt-

Laſtly, Schollers and Novices are maintained at 
home, to this end onely, leaſtat any time there 
might prooue adefein the Body of this Mone . 
cr. Bur that as old eaten limbes ſhall happen _— 
to decay,and fall off ſo freſh and new ſupplies may :

More- 
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| Moreouer, to the ead this Idolatry and ſuperſti- 
i me cg tion may befor euer concealed free from feare of 
L930l4, whois diſcourrie, and that as it is preſerued, !o it may bee 
read eutry increaſed continnally, this Beaſt is accuſtomed to 
Table, *e" foreſtall the vnderſianding of her whelpes, if they 
haue any, and to bind vp their very fences, admo- 
niſhing or rather Commanding in good carneit, 
thatall chings which the Superior ſhall Command, 
be performed with blind obed;ence, and that what. 
ſoguer our ſuperior ſhall doe, bee paſſed ouer with 

blind judgemenr,withour ſo much as Conf1Jerin 
whether ic be good and profitable, or hurtfull and 
 damnable, which is enioyned or done, foraſimuch 
ascuery ſuch thought raketh away the merit and 
valour of obedience. In which particuler, our So- 
cietic followeth the ſteps of the Canoniſts thoſe 
molt pernicious flatterers of tbe” Popes, and (edu- 
cers of the whole Chriſtian world. For theſe were 
the onely men, who in times paſt perſwaded all 
Chriſtian Churches, that the Byſhop of Rome was 
of ſuch Souzraigne power, and authoritie z that 
Pifinft 40, A!beir, hee ſhould jcad the whole world into Dam- 
Cap,zt,24p4. nation, no man had power to controle him, no 
man might be ſo bold as to demand of him a rea- 

ſon for {> D:uilith an a&t. 

And euen thus alcogether,or rather a great deale 
worſe, doth this Socjetie of ours infiruct her No- 
nices, teaching that wharſoeuer our Superiours in- 
toyneth to bee done or doth himſeltfe, is nor onely 
not to be queſtioned (much lefſe to be found fault 

Intheſame Withall) but euer to bee preſuppoſed as holy and 
Epiſtle. g0od,to vie the very words of our Father geo wy 
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Andall this onely co this end (forſooth ) that 
all cheir Foolery, Idolatry , and Superſtition, 
may at length obtaine the name of Holincſl:, and 
bee adored as O:dinances ol the Socierie, 

And now (mee thinkes ( I have brought thee a- 
bout necre exough to the Knowledge and ſenſible 
feeling (as it were) of the ſumme ot our Religion, 

Neither doeI doubt, but that now at laſt, thou 
vnderſtandeſt how extreamely wee hauc deceiued 
our {elues,and bin gulled in making choyce of this 
kinde of life , and how veniall a finne wee ſhall 
c_ , in wichdrawing our {clues fiom the 

ame.

CunisTt1an: Theſe are monſtrous and horri- 
ble things indeed Payr, and truly in my minde 
I haue otcen ſcene ſuch kind of Monſters in 1taly, 
bur I blinding my vndecſtanding,as our own: con- 
ſtitucions docenioyne vs, did ſuppole theſe things 
to benothing, but deuiſes of Sathan, whereby to 
divert me out of my courſe, and having but once 
ſhouldered mee our of my calling , by the lofſc 
—_— to caſt mec headlong into cuerlaſting mi- 
CIICe 

Now you, for your part ( ſo farre as I diſcerne) 
putting confidence in moſt abhominable prodi- 
gies, rather chen the flrongeft arguments , endea- 
wour to diſgrace both our owne firſt Calling , and 
the whole Religion of Rowe: which thing if Iſhall 
yceld ynto you as — done, {ceing you are bur 

one 
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one man in this kind, I (cc no reaſon why,the ſam®© 
libertie may not be granted to the particuler SeQs 
of all others that cauiil at Religion. Foraſmuch,as 
there is no op nion which may not ſceme to bee 
proued out of holy Scripture, being enderſtood 
and interpreted by cuery man as ſ(hzll beſt ſtand 
with his particular liking. 

Bur yet conſidering , that all thy relations tou- 
ching theſe Monſters are wonderfull probable,and 
the other things alſo moſt euident, and ſuch as doe 
convince the ſence and vnderſtanding, I cannor 
herein diſſent from you, nor indeed may I with 
ſafety, ſeeing I know you to bee as learned and in- 
genious as our Socictic affoordeth any, I will ra- 
therendeauour to rouze vp my ſelte, and call tocx- 
att accompt my beſ vnderſtanding in this caſe, 
wiich as you ſay,is ouerclouded with Jeſuiticallde- 
lufions, and vnfold the moſt implicite notions of 
my heart-touching the Socieric of Zeſuites, that af- 
rerwards you may cxpreſſe more at large, what is 
the very Species, forme, and Character of a leſuite, 
whom all the Chriſtian world ſo much honourech 
and adoreth. NS 

And now to the end,that Lmay after your exam - 

le fall out of hand vpon the fundamentall points 
of the Socictic, hearken and I will relate vato you. 
whar ſtrange things I haue ſeene and obſerucd in 
thefe ſtranger times. 

I did in my younger dayes (I aſſure you) ſup- 
poſe, that the foundation of this Societie was al. 
together Diuine, and me thought I was no longer 
- conuerſant on eartb, ſo ſoone as I was admitted in- 

to 
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to this ſocietie, as I thinke it is a vſua!l thing with 
all our Nouices, or the greatcft part of them to be 
ſo affeKed. For ſo great is the power of our con- 
tinued medications touching diuine ſubic&s, that 
a man ſeemeth cuer tobce borne a new, not of na- 
turall parents , but after a peculiar manner borne 
a Jeſuite in the Societic of 7 ES/Y FS, euen as 
C xx15r ourRedeemer was incarnate by the holy 
Ghoſt, 

And thus the whole nature of man being in a 
manerDe1ified doth witnes,as which doth from that 
time forward, wherein ic hath giuen it ſelfe to me- 
dications of this nature altogether forbeare co 
pamper and feed the body, abandoneth all ſocietie 
of the fleſh, by whipping and other voluntary af. 
flictions of the body, reſtraine:h and ſuppreſſerh 
pleaſure as a blot of infamy and diſhonounr, ac. 
knowledgeth in euery Spirituall brother the I- 
mage of the Lord our God,as our eighteenth Rule 
commandeth, and withall abjureth and diſpiſech 
riches, honours andall ſuch things, as by the vul- 
gar ar2 accounted moſt excellent and precious, 

And this was indeed (without any diffimulati- 
on) my firme and conſtant perſwaſion as touching 
the ſocietie of 7eſuites, in the firfk yeere of my ad- 
miſſion thereunto. 

But this other yeere, when by chance I met with 
our Tapes-Letters, and there amongft other things 
had read, not withour aftoniſhment, that among 
them of Japan being our Antipodes, thete are.cer- 
raine religious men, whom they call 7amambuxe, 


or Souldiers of the Yallies, who purpolcly to at. 
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taine an opinion of SanRimony,doe puniſh them- 
ſclues gricuorſly, doc watch very much, doe Faft 
excecding long, and doe giue themſclues wholly 
to certaine Meditations compoſed of their owne 
heads, and that they prevaile fo farre by theſe 
things, that they are belecued many times, (as in» 
ſpired with an holy inſtinR) to ſpeake Oracles, and 
are accounted by all co bee perte& and Holy men; 
th:neſpecially, when as they make no bones of it ro 
kill thcmſelues voluntarily for their [doll, 

When I had (as I faid) vaderftood theſe and ma- 
ny other like paſſages out ol Lecters, written not 
onely by men of our Order, bur alſo publiſhed in. 
Print, I affure you I was amazed, and did ſo ſhake 
as if I had newiy fallen from Heauen to Earth. 

For vpon a ſudden it came into my minde, to 
thinke that nothing conld bee deuiſed more like to 
our Religion;and that therefore,it was vehemently 
to be ſuip::d, leaſt all this our Spiricuall courſe 
of life ſhould not proue Divine,but Humaine one- 
ly and Phariſaicall. Foraſmuch, as very Idolators 
and Heathens wanting the light of the Goſpel,doe 
attaine thereunto; and indeed ſuch Heathens, as 
are {aid to be wondrous like both in Nature, Man- 
ners and Diſpoſition,to our moſt ingenious Euro. 
F1aps; I meanc our 1t4ljans, and Spaniards ; ſo that 
RoW it is apparanr, that the like Religions haue bin 
deviſed and eftabliſhed by men of like natures and 
inclinations, 

And what a ftrange thing is it, that among thoſe 
Echnicks of 1p», not onely our profeflion of 7e- 


ſ#itiſme, but in a ſort the very entire A 
0 
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of the Romane Hierarchy may be ſcene apparantly, 
tounded aod cftabliſhed by an Heathen Spirit, 
For in the {ame Letters, it is related, thar one 
chicfe man thioughout the whole Empire of Ipan, 
doth hold the chiefe place of a {upreame Judge in 
matters Eccleſ1afticall, who is little lefſe then wor- 
ſhipped as a God, and generally reputed ſo Holy a 
man, that hee may not be ſuffered to tread on the 
ground, and Conandeth farre & wide many times 
vpon occaſion, enen contefting with thoſe heathen 
Princes: Moreouer,this man hath the ordering and 
making of all the T#»ds among them, who are in 
effeCt che Byſhops of that Nation; albeit, the no- 
mination of chem (as it is reported) be in ſome pla. 
ces in the Gouernours power ; which Twvd? are 
thereupen,in great and fingular cfteeme both with 
high and low, and doe conferre Priefthoods, doe 
appoint Fafting dayes, and grant Licences for ea- 
ting of Fleſh, ro ſuch as vpon Holy dayes goe on 
35 ap to the Chappels of theyr Saints and 
Idels, | 
Yea and further, the ſes of the Bozty which a. 
riſe among them, and are nothing clic but the 
Monkes of /apay, haue no authority or eſtimation 
among the people; valeſſe this great main haue ap» 
proued him by his letters Parents and teſtimonials: 
Furthermore, theſe Bonty are ſaid to inhabite very 
large and ſpacious Colledges, after the manner of 
our Monkes, to liuc a ſingle life, ro cre an Altar 
inthe middeſt of their Chappel], wherevpen they 
place a woodden repreſentation of CHmids (itting 


vpon a golden Roſe, very gallant to behold, Alſo 
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that they haue very great Libraries, with places 
wherein they cate and drinke together after the 
manner of our RefeCtories, and certaine Copper 
workes which ſerue them inſteed of bels to cal them 
vp to their houres of prayer, 

Againc, cuery euening their preſident or chicfe 
man among them, propounderh to eucry one his 
particular ſubie& fur his medications that night : 
and preſently after midnight they doe before the 
Altar in their Chappe)l dancing by turnes ſy ouer 
their deuotions out of the laſt booke of Xaca. 

Alſo,that cuery morning each of them ſpendeth 
an houre in Meditations ; that they bnild faire 
Cloyſters in their chappels for their Fotoquy, who 
are a certaine ſe& of religious perſons amongſt 
them , chat are ſhauen vpon their heades and 
chinnes, and doe obſerue a great number of holy 
dayes in the yeere, And yet for all this they write 
that theſe Boxty are moſt baſe fellowes, in their 
lines and conuerſations and as coucteous as an 
men living vpon Gods earth, .and as well acquain. 
eed with all deuiſes how to rake vp money, That 
theſe Bonty doe make ſale vnto the people of many 
writings vader their hands, by helpe whereof, the 
common people are perſwaded that they are pro- 
tefted from the Deuill. 

Alſo,that theſe Bonty haue a cuſtome to borrow 
money in this world, which they promiſe to reſtore 
with large intereft in the world ro come,for which 
they giue the Creditor bils of their hands as ſecu- 
city, which he at the time of his death carrieth wich 
him into che other world. 

And 
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And laftly, that theſe Bonty are for the moſt pare 
the ſonnes of Nob/emen, in regard that the Nebi- 
lity of Japan, being full of Children,do vſually take 
a Coutlc to procure theſe {onnes of theirs entered 
into the Ocder of the Boxty, for whom they are nor 
able to prouide otherwilc, | 

You might ſtile theſe men Chriftian Iſonkes, 
or (if you pleaſe) hauing reſpec vnto their qualities 
Clergy men and Prelates of the Church of Rome, 
if euer the light of the Goſpell had in any meaſure 
ſhined vpon therp before the comming of our men 
emongſt them: or it cucrany Chriſtian at all had 
gone {ſo farreas vnto them, whereby they might 
haue heard of theſe things and haue imitated 
them. 

Neither is prayer for their dead wanting among 
theſe 1aparezes, howbeit in that they ate a lice 
more ſuperſtitious then wee. For in the moneth of 
Auguſt,they are oblcrued to ſer aſide 2.whole daies 
for Adoration of the Spirits of the Dead. And 
that a little bctore Night, they ſet vp a greatnum- 
ber of Lampes and other Lights about the doores 
of their houſes, with much varieties of Paintings 
and trimmings. That afterwards they walk: round 
about the Citicall nighe long, partly for DMotion 
ſake, and partly to looke about them, 
| Alfo, that towards the Euening, a great ſore of 
people doe walke out of the Citie ro meet the Spi- 
rits of their Dead friends, now-comming towards 
them, as they (torſooth) imagine, VVhen they are 
at a certaine ſer place, where they ſuppoſe that the 


Ghoſts of their deceaſed Friends doe meet _ P; 
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firſt, they ſalute them kindly, cuen as if they ſaw 
them; ſaying you are heartily welcome, wee hauec 
wanted your goed Compaaie long, I pray you fit 
downea while and refreſh your ſelues with ſome 
viuals, for wee know you cannot chuſe but be 
WeaTrle. END 

Then they ſer vpon Tables (a8 a banquet for the 
Ghofts to feed vpon) Rice, Fruits, and other. Vi- 
ands , and when they have demurred about an 
houres ſpace, as if they thought it high time to 
mak: an cnd, they invice and intrgat chem to cone 
home to theyr houſes ; ſaying, wee will go: before 
and prouide ſome good cheerc tor you.. A'loyit is 
obſerued, that afſoone as thele rwo dayes are ouer, 
they walke out of the Citie againe both mea and 
women with lighted Torches, to condutt them 
(forfoeth) who are now vpon departing, leaft they 
ſhould fiumble in che .darke or hurt themlclues a- 
gainft any thing. | 

Yer further it is obſerued likewiſe , that when 
they rerurne into the Citie againe, they make a di- 
ligent ſearch about all their bigh roomes, and ry- 
lings of their houſes, by caſting vp tones thereon, 
leaſt any of the Spirits (of whom they are in bodily 
feare)ſould remaine behind in ſecret. 

Moreouer, it is written from thence, that when 
thoſe Japonezes were demanded by our men, why 
they did fer to thole Spirits a banquet; they made 
anſwere,that they are vpon their way towards their 
Paradice, which ſay they, was ten thouſand Milli- 
ons of miles, and was a journey that could not bee 


ended in lefle then three yeares time; and therefore 
they 
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they tooke vp their refling place there for a while 
co refreſh thewſclues, and to enable them the bet- 
ter to hold out to their journeys end. 

But in all theſe thirgs ir is obſcrued, that the 
Boxty, the Pricfis and Biſhops of 7apar doe all in 
all, and thatthere is no family, though neuer ſo 
meane, but it muſt offer one guitrt or other tothe 
Bonty, tor the peace of the {oules of their deceaſed 
Fricnds _ 

I Omic for brevity f{ake, their Holy water, their 
pots of {weet odours ſet ouer Hot coales to make 
perfume, their many and large Indulgences which 
theſe Bonty dee tender vnto the people, who are 
frequent at their preachments, and enrieh their 
Clayfters, Their beades to pray vpon, which as 
greatnumber of the Japanezes doe daily runne o- 
uer,net onely within their priuate houſes, but pub- 
liquely atſo,carrying them about in their hands all 
ouer the Citty praying to their Am7/da and to their 
Xaca for riches, honours, proſperous health, and e- 
uerlafting Comforts. All which things verily are 
ſo true; that they are both obſerucd and writren by 
men of our ewne Order, and I hauc in relating 
| thereof made vic almoſt Yerbatine of that tranflati- 
on,which our Father Petrws Maff aus hath made 
out of the 7talian into Latine. 

And this indeed was an opinion of mine, or ra- 
ther (as my Confeffor told me) a temptation of the 
Devill caft into my mind, touching the Socictie of 
leſvizes and the whole Church of Rowe, which, for 
all chat I was hardly able in many dayes to thruſt 


out of my theughts, by oppofing chrough ejacula. 
5 | tions 
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tions of heart (as they terme them) and through 
faſtings with other afflitions of the body, a whole 
troupe of Arguments of this nature, yiolently bur- 
ſting in vpon my vaderſtanding day and night, 
And now before this temptation was well diſ- 
geſted and ouercome, behold vpon a ſudden there 
fell vpon me another of the ſame nature which ſo 
handled me, as ſcarce]y it left any life in me; For 
ſhortly after it ſo fell out,that we had the 18,Chap- 
ter of the third booke of Kings read vnto vs at din- 
ner time, for our Spirituall repaſt, wherein is con. 
tayned the ſtory of the Priefts of B4/, and how 
for the pleaſing or appeaſing of their Idol], they 
had a Cuſtome to cut themſclues with kniues and 
launces till they bled amaine. VWhich words when

tres whem I told yeu of, that they haue named 74- 
man buxe, (ome of vs at ſometimes become guilty 
of our owne deaths, I am ſure wee ſpoyle our 
healths by ir, Bur I feare leaſt theſe and five hun- 
dred more ſpirituall doubrs , mentioned by me 
rouching the Socierie. may bee triviall ro bee pro- 
pounded vnto fe judicious and grauc a Divine, as 
your 
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your ſelfe,not being worth your caking notice of. 
Wherefore letting ether paſſages (lip by vs, I will 
be bold to deſcribe vato you onely two, Hely,and 
Catholique, that is to ſay, talian Monſters and I- 
dols, the maintenance whereof our Society hath 
peculiarly taken vpon theraſelues, and cencerning 
which, I am troubled and haue bin theſe ten yeares 
together, how I might make them Holy in my cti- 
mation, as they are made Catholique long ince. 
Out of which diſcourſe of mine, you ſhall perceive 
your opinion touching the Society of Jeſuites and 
the Romaze Church, wonderfully conficmed and 
eftabliſhed. |

This is the onely S477 that all 7/alians hauic in theit 
mouth preſently, wherher they bec amazed with a- 
ny ſudden feare of Death, ortaken Sicke with any 
pricuous diſcaſe wharſoeuer, 
" Vatothis Lady of Loretto, doe all forts of peo- 
ple inſuch caſes make Yowes, promiſe guifts, va- 
dertake to goe on Pilgrimage vnto her Temple. 
And if it fo fall var, that any tar bee deliuered 
from any taminefc dafiger; or dijeiſe, _ aa 
ently. 
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ſenth then ery out a'Miracle, a. Miracle; and re. 
ſolue to performe. their- promiſe;, and ſtraighe 
wayes they vndertake a Pilgrimage to Loretto, 
Vpon theſe occaſions, there is great reſort to 
Loreto day by day out of all the parts of Italy ; 
daily are innumerable Offerings preſented ar her 
Shrine, and painted tables hanged vp in her Chap- 
pell exprefling the whole manner of the Miracles. 
And truely at the ficft fight thereof, the infinice 
multitude of Tables did ſomewhar moue me, and 
I was of themind that ſome Divinecſſcnce ruled 
in that place, But when I came a irrle to my ſelfe, 
vpon ſerious conſideration of all the paffages to. 
gcther, Ieafily diſcerned, that ic was nothing el(e 
but meerely the dorage of the blockiſh people, 
who b:ing onely guided by outward ſence, labour 
to haue a ſenſible. God, I meane a Deitie, which 
they mightſeeand feele : For vpon the one band 
I obſerued, a man'/pictured vpon the Racke, and 
valiantly induring all thoſe rorments by prayer 
madeto the Lady of Lorctto + hard by him' was 
portrayed, a man falling trom his Horſe, and elca- 
ing death by. a ſudden prayer made to rlig fame 
,ady 2 On the other band, you might ſee a multi- 
tude of Sicke people miraculouſly reftored to 
bealch by calling vypon her Name : Not farre from 
them, divers Tables of people of all forts ina 
' ſtorm ar Feaeeſcaping the. violence thereof , by a 
Vow-made to the ſame Ladyy with many others 
of like.nature not to be numbred, 
- »WWhich-folligs,cucn.C 1c »n 0 bimſclfe, being a 
diligent obſeruer of the Kamen Superſtitions, did 


X ff rhe LSYITE 33 
in his time ſeeme to deride in his booke De Nature 
Deorum, touching the nature of the Gods of the 
Romaxes, wherein making mention of the Philoſo- 
pher Diaconas qa, , Py Roman Deities ; hu» 
thus writeth: That when Diaoonras vponatime 
-was come to Samothrace, and that a friend of his 
had tooke ocafion to {ay vnto him You Sir, who 
are of Opinion, that our Gods doe not heare the 
prayers of their Suppliants, and order humaine 
Afﬀeaires, doe not you obſcrue by this multitude 
of painted Tables, kow many men by prayer to 
the Gods, haue eſcaped the violence of tempefts 
and ſtormes at Sea and come ſafe ro Land 2. 

Ir is true indeed, ſaid the Philoſopher, heere is 
a multicrude of Tables of them which hbaue eſca- 
ped z_ For they are no where painted that haue 
ſuffered Shipwracke, notwithſtanding, their pray- 
ers totheſc Gods in this kiade, and haue periſhed 
at SCas 

Which anſ{were of his, was. wittie- andbeſce- 
ming a Philoſopher; for thereby hee did euident- 
ly. cnqugh declare, that ſuch people had not bin 
preſerued by the helpe or fauour of Ivertas, or 
Ivno, or Nzyrvn, or any other of their ſup- 
poſed Deities, ro whom they had diredted their 
Supplications in this caſe, Foraſmuch, as many 
others beſide, and ſuch as perhaps were kanefter, 
and better men then thoſe who cſcaped, thouffh 
they had made the ſame prayers had periſhed in . 


the wauecs. 


But foraſmuch, as all men generally were accu- 
fiomed in any time of diſtreſle to flye by prayer to 
F one 
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oneor other otthoſe ſuppoſed Derrres, and that it 
often fell our, that naturall caules being violently 
prouoked, and threatning Death, being eyther 
ſtopped in the middcft of their courſe, or mitti- 
gated of them{elues, doe vpon a ſudden yeeld 
bopes of deliuerance. Thence isic, that the effe& 
thereof is without any good reaſen, aſcribed to 
their fained and imaginary Dertres. 

And euen thus and no otherwiſe, ftandeth the 
cafe with our people ef 1taly, in adoring and 
belecuing on that Idoll of Leretto, and offering 
vato it Tables of Deyotion; becauſe, inaſmuch 
as all 7taly almoſt maketh prayers vnto her, and 
that of neceflicie it muſt fall our, that by one 
meancs or other in ſo great a Multitude of people, 
ſome few at the leaſt ſhall obraine what they haue 
prayed for, either through the eſpeciall hand of 
God, or by the firength of nature; And that na- 
ture at ſomtimes eucn ſeemeth to werke a Miracle 
all-thele things, are by theſe ſtup1'd and blockiſh 
people attributed to their Lady of Loretts; except 
perhaps men would deny,that inthe ſame manner, 
and forthe fame cnd, the Image of Ceres at a Citie 
called Enna in Sicilia,as the ſame Cicero witnefleth, 
hath made- open deglaration of her power and 
Godhead ( to vie Twllies owne phraſe) by many 
Miracles and wonders many a time, andfull often 
cutn.in the defperatefi caſes afforded vnto her ſup- 
pliants preſent heipe and remedy, 

Bur theſe things (as I haue formerly faid vnto 
you) almoſt none but the vulgar, and ſuch as are 
like vnto thera doe runneatter and belecue, 


For 
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For even the more learned of their owne, Phifi 
cians, Philoſophers, and Dinuines alſo, as many as 
have not their mouthes ſtopped with ſome Eccle- 
flaſticall preferment, do in their berter judgements 
contemne and deride, not onely theſe Miracles of 
Loretts, but euen the very Romave religion it ſelfe 
as falſcand fained, as I cafily and apparantly dif. 
cerned at my being at Naples, where they had at 
that time obtained fome reſtraint of the violence 
of the Kowane Inquiſition, 

Yea and moreouer, thele Atheifts euen to my 
face derided my name, becauſe it was Chriſtianme, 
tor in the 1ralian Diale& by the word Chriftian they 
are wont to intimate a Blockhead, or filly feeliſh 
fellow ; which thing (as I conceiue) they doe for 
this reaſon, becauſe in their judgement they hold 
no man fitor inclinable to belecue the Popiſh Chi. 
maracs, but filly foeles and blockheads, 

And theſe are chiefly thoſe things which came 
into my mind to ſpeak@Fnd relate rouching the 
Societie of 7eſuites, & the Idols which it more par- 
ticu/atly belccuerh in and adoreth, being rowzed 
vp thereunto by yeur diſcourſe, and beyond all ex- 
peRarion illuminated therewith. .

At other times in the ciuill habites of Cirte 
zens, protc fling themiclues to bee of the reformed 
Religion, they pry vp and downe and liften in 
Innes, in Play-houfes, in Tauernes, vpon the Ex- 
change, and in all places of publike mectings, 
whereſocuer there is any frequent reſort, what 
the people ſpezke vp and downe concerning them, 
what conſultations are abroad, what matcer of 
Aion is ſet a foot in any part. Another while, 
G 2 like 
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like Do&ors of Phyſicke, or of che Cinill Law, 
wich gtcat gold Rings on cheir fizgers, avowing 
and purpoſcly profeſſing themſclues to be Papiſts; al + 
wherefoener they know any of the Common fore | 
that is wealthy and hath ſonnes, they deuiſe fome 
cauſe of bufineſſe with them, and infinuate chem- 
ſelues into their acquaintance by ſtrange ferches, 
and in Concluſion doe adviſe them to bring vp 
their ſonnes in ſome Schoole or Colledge of Te. 
ſuites, afficming that themſclues haue beene Edu- 
cated by them, and thar they haue fo preficed 
vader them , that ( God bee thanked) they ne» 
uer had cauſe ro repent thereof : And ſometimes 
againe apparelled like Noblemen, and compleat- 
ly actended, they cauſe Coaches ts bee provided 
abroad, and trequent the Courts of Princes, as 
giuing attendance vpon Ambaſſadors of forraigne 
Seares, and ſerue as Intelligencers to vnlocke the 
cabin-rs of great Potentares, 

Nay further, I haue knowne them to make ſhew 
of being banifhed perſons, and to craue colleiors | 
amongti Proteftant D:vires, purpoſely to larne | 
vnderhand what ſuch men writ againft them : yea 
ſych were theſe men for the moſt part, who {.» mi» 
ſerably deluded ſo many Revercnd men in many 
places by finifter wayes vnder that habir,furthering 
the defignes of their Societie, and breeding difture - 
bances in the reformed Congregations: of whom, 
to the end that all honeſt-hearted Minifters may be 
more warie, I (hall rel] you hereafter,whar proieas t 
at this day the Jeſ#i#c5 hauca fooce to this purpoſe, 

| Bur 
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But in the meane while perhaps you will ſay ynto 
me, whereto, I pray you, ijerueth ſo much womens 
apparell, or what is their end in depeſy:ing ſo much 
in the keeping of the Porter of their gate. Attend, 
and I will te you : No Pander, that ever Tzzxzxcs 
orPravrysmentioned in their Comedics,was ſo 
nimble ai the trade of winning pretty wenches, at 
are the leſuites at this day,bur eſpecially that Porter 
of their gare whom I mentioned butnow. 

For, that which the Cenfefſors themſclues are 
no! able to wring out of them by Auricular Con- 
f:f1on in their Churches and Chappels, this fellow 
knowerch how to winne from them by flatteri 
ſpecches, with woadertull pleafing and dclightfull 
toyes, c{pecially if he nicerte with a pore widdow, 
o: any ſuch filly woman which ſenderh her child 
eo the Colledge now and thentor an Almes; or 
with ſome Laundreiſe , or Spinſter, for bee ſhee 
Liotrix, or Petrix, hee will make hera Meretrix. 
Whom lo foone as this baſe Pander hath once but 
al/ured ro come to his net, although her apparell 
bee ncuer ſo 01d and tattered , yer hee bath gay 
Gownes enough in ftore, with accoutrements 
{uicable , wherewith hee can make her both tricke 
and trimme , which when hee hath ſadone, hee 
knoweth how to convey her through many ſecret 
paſſages and by-wayes tro bis Venerable Maiſters, 
the Fathers of the Secietie. And yer he neuer doth 
this in the day time, bur neere vpon the (ſhutting 
in of the Evening, and then they make away the 
wholepightin Ryot and Luxutic, with m__y 

G 
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and Dancing, the younger ſort and Nouices of the 
Societie being kept farre enough from Diſcouery 
thereof, 

For they haue for the purpoſe certaine Vaulcs 
framed like Chambers, and raomes vnder ground 
as had thoſe ancient Romanes, who firft deuiſed 
there Stewes in Vaults, whoſe inclination to all 
carnall laſeiuiouſnes was ſo great, and fo bruitiſh, 

.that the Senate of Rome, fearing the iuft anger 
of their Gods for the {ime , viterly ſuppreſſed 
thoſe Lupanaria or publike Stewes. 

And thus much for the Ieſuites Porter of their 
Gate : onely I muſt not forget to tell you this one 
thing, that if any patty who by chance ſhall come 
to the ſight of ſuch and-fo great a Yardrobe, doe 
demand with admiration, what is theend or vic 
of it, anſwere is made vnto them, that it is the 
wardrobe,reſerued purpoſely for ating of Playes : 
bur thar is the leaft part of their intention to my 
knowledge. Ee 

Moreouer, when thou entreſt into any of their 
Churches, make account that thou waik«ſt vnder 
an heauen of Iron ; Bloody Mars is ouer thine 
head, not that Prince of peace; below thee is the 
very pit of Hell,and aſhop of Tormenters. 

I now doe relate in good carneft, what mine 
owne eyes haue ſeene; At Prague in Bohemia pon 
the roofe of their Churches,zrc thouſands of Iron 
Bullets, Whips, and fire bals, ſuch as the Bohe- 

"maps vie : ypon the fides are placed pieces of 
Ordnance, with a great number of Muſquets and 
| Har- 
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Harquebuſhes, with Pikes and Halberts, In the 
middeſt, where the Arches mcete, are great heapes 
of huge Bullers of ſtone* And the like preparation 
haue they alſo made at Craconis, Nor doe I make 
queſtion, bur that vpon duelcarch their Colledges 
in other places, would appeare as well provi- 
ded. 

But ſome man may perhaps make queſtion , to 
what end Religious men ſhould make ſuch prepa- 
ration, or what need there can be fo rodoe, Icon- 
fcſſe, the matter at the firft fight aſtoniſhed me,and 
to my beſt vngerftanding was exceeding firange : 
But thus ſtandeth the caſe, 

The 7eſuites know well cnough, that the courſes 
which they haue taken formerly , and now cuery 
gay doe take, are ſo-indire and turbulent, as 
maketh chem. odious, to all ſuchas they liuc a- 
mongft; .yea, to very Papiſts themſclues , acleaſt 
to the wiſer ſort of them, in reſpe& of many 
things which they haue done both rumyltuouſly, 
and wickedly, whereſoever they baue got footing 
in the leaſt manner, For they haue no regard of 
any , they ſpare-net toroote vp the very Cathe. 
lickes themſ{clues, fo that they may pleaſuic the 
Popes Holineſlc therein, though it were with the 
berraying of their Countries,and ſerting the whole 
Ciriſtian world in a Combuſtion, And theretere 
beczule they are in daily feare to bee maſſacred by 
thoſe among whom they live, they make this pro- 
vident and timely prevention by Varre-like pre» 


PAIa(1Ons 
For 
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For indeed, they are afraid (as I my {clfe have 
heard them confeſſe) leaſt it might befall vnio 


_ themas vnto the Knights Templers, who notwiil.. 
ſtanding they were torward cnovgh to ſeruc the 
Pope at all times, and as good Catholickes as 
could bee wiſhed in the marter of Religion; yet, 


for theyr too much Ambition and Couctou:nefle, - 


whereby chey became inſupp-ortable, they were by 
the conſent of all Chr;ſ{#an Princes , and not with- 
out approbation from tte Pope himlclte,put ro the 
Sword ail iran iaftant, and vtterly rooted our al- 
moſt in a momenr;as ſome. imes were the Pythage- 
rians, thole very Teſurtes inefteQ, among, tlie Hea- 
then, ſerued throughout 1taly, and the Provinces 
adioyaing. 

Now the reaſon, wherefore they doe make 
choiſeto lay vp theic Armes and munition in their 
Churches, ts onely this : For if when auy Inſurrec- 
tion or rebellious cumult ariſerk ina Province, the 
Papitts come chicher to helpe and afliſt them, by this 
meanes they haue Armes for them ina readineſle 
vpon a ſuddaine: but if any who are ef contrary Re- 
ligioa come thither to doe them wiong, or to ficale 
any thing from them, they haue munition and 
ſtones aboue head, to deſtroy them withall before 
they be aware. And is not this(I pray you)rhe ready 
way tO make the Hauſe of Prayer, « Den of Theenes, 

And yet by your patience,if you will but attend, 
I ſhall relate things more ftrange and horrible then 
thele, in reſpe& whereof, the things I haue related 
hitherto,may well ſcemeollerable,I may almoſt ſay 
Ianocencie, Vnder 
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Vnder the Pauement of their Church at Grats, 
and elſewhere, to my knowledge, are Vaults and 
buildings vnder ground ; whereunto, there is ne 
way but by ftaires, and ſteps; Here hauc they hoor- 
ded vp (Wee to that Cacws whom FYirgit ſpeaketh 
of) all ctheyr prey and treaſure, and doe obſcurely 
conccale a world of wealth : ſ> profefſing pouertie, 
not onely with publike conſen;, but alſo with incre- 
dible pleaſure, ſuffering the ſame with admirable pa- 
tience, and Curfing co the pit of Hell, all ſuch as 
are poore againſt their wils, as vnworthy of ſo bleſ- 
ſed a Crofle. 

Bur as for this their treaſure, for themoſtpart ir 
is {o contriued,that jt is buried direftly and perpen- 
dicularly vnder their greateſt and chicteſt or moſt e- 
roinent and higheſt Altar , and fo they ſhall be ſure 

that when they Chanc Maſfle, they ſhall Sacrifice 
| - Max s - abore head, and to Maunon be- 

OW, 

Now furthermore, in their Vaults vnder ground 
they maintaine a very ftrange Library, of Cords, 
Halcers; 'Rackes , Swords, Axzs , Iron-pincers, 
Stockes , Torches; Pillories ; arid ſeuerall Tnftru- 
ments of Torture, wherewith and wherenmo poore 
wretches being tyed faſt, arc joynt by joynt rorne a 
ſunderas many asfall into the hands of theſe Ty- 
rants, whoare farre more crvef{ in this kind , then 
MuzzznrTivs or Pnalaxis ever were. 

Nor are they without a-Divels coat, and along 
leczown'd frat withiblatke feathers, 3 jagped 
let cirt/ arid (laſhets » puffed out 
£2 H bagged 
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bagged 'ike bellowes, downe to their anckles, ſuch 
as would cucn makea man aftrighted to looke vpon 
them, 

Bu: perhaps, he that readeth this Relation, will 
wonder to what end Religious perſons , who pro. 
feſſe themsſciues the Diſciples and followers ( as 
they would haucall men rs belceue) of our meſt 
mecke Sav our [ zsy s, ſhould make ſuch provi- 
fion, I wil ref-»lue you this queſtion alſo, it you 

leaſe io attend. 

With ſuch inſt: uments as theſc, doth the Socze- 
#/e captivate the vnderftanding of their Diſciples, 
ynto I:\uiticall obedience, For if in the leaſt mat- 
ter, they get any hinte of ſuſpition, againſt any of 
theyr Novices, that he will not be conftant,or that 
he defireth to eſcape from them, and that he is like» 
ly co betray the ſecrets of their Societie, . they clap 
vpſuch a fcllow, in a faire paire ef ftockes, and ha- 
viag macerated hima long time with hunger, and 
col4, and want of all bodily comforts ;/ at the laſt, 
they-make an end of him, with ſomeexquifire tor- 
tures, and killing torm:ats, I doenot belye them, 
I wrice nothing but a truth, There was at Gratz, 
about three yeares agoe,a young wan named laco» 
sys Crvssavs, a youth of an excellent. and 
pregnant wit ; this man did rhey lay hands vpon., 
and miſcrably rormented him, by whipping and 
ſcourging, fora matter of no momentand becauſe 
hee told them plainely, that hee would renounce 
their Socierie, and complaine publikely ( if ever 
hee got libectie ) tor this and other ſuch " 
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dealing rowards him, they clapped him vÞ into 
ſucha Priſon, vnder ground, as aforeſayd ,- from 
- whence hee was neuer ſcene to come out againe 
aliue. | 

Nor did any of vs that were Novices, make 
queſtion , but'that hee was made an end of, wich 
moſt exqui{1:e rorments. 

Which voparaleli'd piece of cyranny, I purpoſe 
in duc time to divulge to the who!e world, with re- 
lation ef all circumſtances, beeing the thing which 
the poore wrerched Cluſſews, had a purpoſe to 
haue done himſclfe, if hee had not beene hindered 
and prevented by death, 

I ſhall wichall make publike vnts the world , 
another ſuch piece of Villanie, commitrred-by the 
Teſuites of Fulda in Germanic, vpon the body of 
ene Maxrtinys, whom they flole away moſt 
baſcly frem his Parents, who are yet liuing at MZ 
tenberg or Milberg. 

And how many women thinke you, haue beene 
deuoured and catenvp in the ſame Gulfe > How 
many young Children flaine > How many young 
men , that hauc beene fole Heyres of very larga 
and ample Patrimonies, haue beene maJe aw 
by them ? I doc ror ſay, I thinke, but I belecue, 
and am firmely perſwaded, ſo often as ſhrikes,and 
cryes, fighings , and moft woetull lamentations , 
were heard in the night ſeaſon, the hearing where- 
of; would put aman intoa cold ſweat all over, 
and make his hayre ſtand on end, though our 
limpler Novices , belecued. them to bee 
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te $oules of ſome lately departed, ic was nothing 
buc che ſhrik*s and mone of children lately murthee 
red, or then a murrhering, 

M-reover, that the cxtreame and D'ueliſh,me« 
lice of Jeſuites, may be in nothing. dete@iue, they 
are accutto.ned diuers times in thoſe theit Vaults © 
vnder ground to make the Diuell very fine ſport : 
putting on cecrible d ſpuifes , they cauſe ſome of 
theyr Nuvices to be called downe to behold theyr 
Tragedic , vpon whom they will ruſh ſuddainely 
with an horr'ble yelling noyſe, to make tryall, 
( forſooth ) of theyr courage and confltancie. 

For if they 11d any to bee timorous and feare- 
full, they admit not fucha man to the ſecrets of 
Mazicke, as accounting them cowardly and dege- 
Acrate, but appoint them to ſome of the inferiour 
Arts : but ſuch as appeare to bee of bold and vn- 
daunred Spirits, they take eſpeciall notice of 
them , and reſerue them for ſerious imploy. 
ments. 

And yet they are not alwayes ſucceffefull for all 
this, as appeared by that which happened at 
Pragse inthe yeare 1602, For whereas there were 
Kuc principall ſuites, who being habited as De- 
vils made {port with their youth, It ſo fell out, that 
there was found to bee afixih in their company , 
before they were aware, and hee queſtionlefle was 
a Divell indeed, who catching vp one of the per- 
ſonated Diuels in his Armes , gaue him {uch a 
kindly vnkind embrace , that within three dayes 
after, hee dycdof it, The faQt was common talke 
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at Bake-houſes, and Barberſhops, and at euery 
table diſcourſed vpon, all over Prague. 

And yet for all that, the reſt of them, as nothin 
amazed with this Trag:call event, dare fiill inan 
height of obſtinacie, proceed in that moſt vn- 
godly and Diucliſh ſtudy cf Magicke. 

Now amongſt that whole Societie,the prime man 
fora Magic an, a French Teſuite,whem the King of 
France himiclie, had in ſo high eftimation, that 
hee admitted him not onely to his Princely table, 
butalſo to ſamiliar conferences in priuate ; con+ 
_ cerning whom, the Jeſu;tes rhemſelues did make 

their boaſt, thathe had a glafſe made by Art Ma- 
gicke, wherein hee could plainely repreſent vnto 
the Kiag, whatſocuer bis Maicſtic defired to ſee: 
inſomuch, that there was nothing ſo ſecretly done 
or conſulted vpon in the moſt private Roome of 
of any Cloyſter or Nunnerie of other Orders, 
which hee could not eafily and inſtantly d:{couer, 
and diſcloſe, by helpe of this his Inchanted , or ra- 
ther Diueliſh glaſle. 

And indeed it was bythe Art and meanes of this 
HMarician Teſuite , that their Socierie was confi- 
dent, that they ſhould bee able ro draw on theyr 
fide, one of the'\nioft potent Princes of the Empire, 
albeit a Proteftanc : foraſmuch , as hee was oblict- 
ved to bee ſoniewhat delighted in the Study of 
Magicke. 

Now, as for thoſe whom they take in as Noviees 
to be inſtruted in this waygthey expound vnto thE 


thoſe nine hundred Propoficions, which Picvs, 
H 3 Earle 
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Eatle of <Hirandula publiſhed at Rome : as al- 
ſo the Booke of /ohannes Tritemius , together 
with a Tract or Treatiſe rouching abſtruſe or 
hidden Philoſophy, written by Cornelize CA- 
grippa : Likewile Theophraſtus, concerning the 
Conſtellations and Seaies of the Planets, with 
the Steganographia of I know not what Abbot, 
and the Art of Payr to procure Revelations : 
meaning Saint P ay ., whom they affirme to haue 
beene inftructed in the Art Magicke,and thereby 
to hauc vnderftood ſach high Revelations and pro- 
found Myſteries. 

Yea, they bluſh not to affirme, that Saint I oan 
was an excellent Magician : Nor doe they [ticke 
to ſay, that euen our blefſed Sauiour Cnrxisr 
Izsvs himſelte, was a moſt abſolute and per- 
fect Marrcian, as mine owne cares haue heard 
it oftener then once or twice related by ſome 
of that Socictio, and ſuch as I am able to no- 
minate. 

And thus much for the [eſuites Church : Onely, 
take this direQion along with you; thoſe Vaults 
and Roomes vader ground , which I mentioned 
euen now, thoſe ſecret conueyances and Circean 
Deanes,are for the moſt part contriued to be vnder 
the Quire or Cloitter, not where the people doe 
walke or ftand. 

And now when thou ſhalt paſſe from their Tem« 
ple into theyr Scudie (for I will ſay nothing rou- 
ching theyr Parlour , or Chambers, RefeQories, 
or places of Recreation, infiruRion of Novices 
who 
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who are newly admitied, and the trayning vp of 
other Schollers committed to the Jeſuites tuition z 
nor yer rouching the Methode and Order of their 
Studies, but will re{crue that for another D:{- 
courſe; _ thoſe paſſiges are for the moſh 
parcknowne abroad already, being diſcovered by 
another.) When, I ſay, thou ſhalt enter into their 
publike Library, thou ſhale fiade a moſt exquiſite 
choiſe of Autnors of all ſorts, all of them moſt 
curiouſly bound vppe in Leather or Parchmenc 
with fillers of Siluer or Gold : and as for ſuch 
whereof there is daily vie, they are layd in or. 
der ypon Deskes , faſtened with chaines vpon a 
long table, 

But as for the inner Zibrarie, rhat is onely re- 
ſ:rued for the Fathers of the Socictic 2 it is free 
fornone but them to goc in thither, and to bor. 
row thence what bookes they thinke good, Thoſe 
ordinary bookes, are onely free for the Iuniors 
of the Societie, nor may they take a ſcatence 
out of the reſt withour ſpeciall leaue obtained from 
the Regent. 

Moreouer, in this firſt Librarie, are no Hereti- 
call bookes (as they call them) but onely the VWri- 
tings of moſt approucd Authors and Catholickes 
all : For they hold any other vaworthy to bee pla- 
ced amongft them, as fearing peraaps chey ſhould 
infe the reſt. 

Looke therefore vpon- thy left hand , and 
there thou ſhalt ſee the wretched bookes of Here. 


tickes, (as they tcarme them) Randing all in 
MOULe 
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Mourning for the faults of their Authors , bound 
vp in blacke Leather, or Parchment blacked over , 
with the very leaues thereof dyed in blacke. 

Of theſc,not one of the Fathers themſelues may 
Make choyſe or vie, withour leane obtained from 
the Regent before hand : but your interiour 1eſ#- 
ites and younger Novices, may not bee fo bold, 
as to defire the fight of any one of them, except he 
will before hand, with all virnſencic and bicter» 
nefſe, raiie ypon, and Ciſgrace the Author, whom 
hee deſirerh to fee, by fome infamous Lybell, 
and ſcurrilous Satyricall verſe, or writiag. 

In the middeſt of theſe ſeuerzll Libraries, is pla- 
ced a Study, beeing divided into inany Seates di- 
ſin, and ſeparate one from another, with a blew 
covering: on the right fade whercef, fat the Fa- 
thers ; on the lefr, the vader- Graduates ; who haue 
already taken ſome Degrees vpon theme The o- 
ther Novices, or (Freſh-men as wee call them ) fic 
mixt with the fellaw-Commoners,,'that they may 
take notice of them, and eyery man in his turne , 
beating into them by continuall diſcourſes, tho 
ſweetnefſe andexcellencie of the Order of Jeſuttes; 
eſpecially , into ſuchas are cf the richer fort, or 
wealthy heyres. 

I will ſay no more at this time;as touching theyr 
Studtes, but I will deſcribe briefly, the manner of 
the Viſitation, which euery Provinciall maketh ; 
becauſe it is a poinr, which as I thinke, and for any 
thing that I cuer read orheard , bach: beene never 
bicherto divulged by avy. - |

At the laft, heenquireth as touching the ſchol- 
lers, fellow-Commoners, Novices, and the reft, 
how many they arc it number? How much euery 
one bath profited > To whar ſtudy or delight cach 
ene is inclinable > Whether there bee any one a- 
moneft them that is ſcrupulous, or vatraQtable, or 
not a fit ſubie ro bewrought vpon, For he adiudg- 
eth euery ſuchan one fitting to bee remoued from 
the ſtady of Divinity; excepr,he haue bin very wel! 
exerciſed in the diſputations in Schooles,and haue 
a very great and good conceit of theyr Religion 
beaten into him, Moreouer, hee enquireth if they 
haue any one inthe Colledge, who can be conten- 
red, for the advantage of the Catholicke cauſe, to 
vadercake any laudable atrempr, and to ſpend his 
blood in the cauſe, itar any time neceflity (hall 
ſeeme to require ir. 

And art laſt, he ſendeth away all chefe informa- 
tions being ſealed vp, vate the Father Generall 
at Rome, by whom, they are immediately made 
knowne to the Pope himſelte , and his Conclave of 
Cardinals : And fo by this meanes, an order is ta- 
ken, that there is no matter 'of Aion ſet on 

I 2 foote, 
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faote,nothingalmoſt conſulted vpon, throughout 
the whole Chriftianworld, which-is not forthwith 
diſcouered'vaco the Pope, by.thele traytors, that 
lucke in eueryſtateand kingdome. Allo, it is not 
tobe omitted, that the- eſtes are tranſlated, by 
theyr Pravinciall, from one Calledge ra another, 
and that for the moſt part once. in three yeares,that 
ſo the Provinciall out of theyr {overall diſcoveries, 
may attaine to vnlocke all the ſecreteſt Cabinets 
of tha Prince and Scate, where he doth reſide. 

In the lafb place, L will adde in ſtead efa Coral. 
lary, ſome firangeand wonderfull. devices of the 
leſuites, whichbecing but of late newly hamme- 
red in:rhe forge, they -hauc earneſtly endeauoured ; 
yea, and atthisdaydoe labour ,, roethand nayle 
eo put in praice by. publike conſent, for an Inno- 
vationto be made both in the, Church, and Scate 
throughout the whole Rowane Empire, To-this 
end, theyrchicfe and encly ayme is, how: toſer 
the Princes of the Empire cogether by the cares, 
and by taking off ſome of the principal DoQors 
of the Church , to bring the tyranny of the 
Spaniard, and the Primacie of the Pope, inte 
Germanie, Concerning which very projet, I have 
heard the Provinciall Dzi-Rro himſelfe , dif- 
courfing ſometimes, whoſe plots and Mackinati- 
ons, were ſuch as follew. In the firft place, ( faith 
hee ) careand paines muſt bee vied , to eftrange 
the aff: Qiens of the Princes of the Empire, one 
from another. 
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ecrs of Religion: And for this end ler the Emperor 
be incited to make a Declaration, that hee will not 
grant liberty of Conſcience in matters of Religion, 
except there ſhall ficſt be areflitution madeol ſuch 
| goods, as were taken from the Clergie vpon the 
rreatyat Paſſaw: for this is a, point whereat they 
will fticke affuredly,and deny it, 

Let the Emperor thereupon ſend his Princes,and 
demand the (ame of the. Cities of the Empire? 
They will either oþey or deny : If they conſentand 
obey, all is well : It they refuſe, ler him proclaime 
them Rebels, and expoſe them to be ſeized ypon by 
the next neighbouring Princes. : but till ler the 
matter beſo caried, that he be ſure to.@ppoſe a Ls- 
theray and a Calviniſt, the one againſt the other. 

'Morconer, ſame deuiſe muſt bee foynd eur, that 
the Duke of Bavaria may. fall toulecither vpon the 
EleQor Palatine,or vpon the Duke of Wittemberg, 
for then may tke Emperor be eafily wonne to pro- 
claime him Traytor whom the Duke of Bavaria 
ſhall diſtaft, and all meanes taken.away of making 
pacification either with Papiſt or Calviniff for the; . 
beſides, thereby will be raiſed vnreconcileable diui- 
ſions in the Empire, newer to be quenehed before 
an highway bee made for the accompliſhment of 
our defires, For the further ripening ef which De- 
figne, the Teſuites vnberthought themſclucs further 
of this Stratagem, It will tollow (ſay they) necef- 
farily, when avy Citie of the Empire (hall be pro. 
claiged rebellious, that euery ſcucrall Prince will 
be more ready and willing to ſerue his owne turne 
vpon the ſpoylethereet, then to admit any ether 
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chat ſhall be emulous of the ſame bootie to prevent 
him, This for the Generality. More particularly 
yer,meanes muſt be tound out,to ſer the Princes of 
Saxoyy at difference, that their ſtrength and power 
may be broken, or at leaſt weakened, 

Now that may bee moſt conuenienily effeed 
thus:firſt,if the Adminiſtration of the Primacie of 
Magdeburg, which now is vacant, bee giuen to the 
Bavarian EleQtor of Colen , neither the Marqueſſe 
of Brandenburg nor the Duke of Saxonie , will cafi- 
ly grant theyr conſents thereto, | 

Secondly,if that fucceed not according roour 
deſires, there mui be ſome cauſe pretended, why 
the Duke of Sax07y either doth ſeeme wortby, or 
ought to ſeeme werthy to be remoued frem the B. 
ieQorall dignity. For,if in times paſt,the Princes of 
the Empire caſt downe Werceſlaus,trom the Impe- 
riall Throne,becaule they hae adjudged him a neg- 
ligent Prinee:{urely the Enzperour may take as juft 
an occafion, to remouetrom the EleQtorall Digni- 
ty,the Duke of Saxony , who is drunke eu: ry day. 
And in this reſp«& , I-t his Imperiall Maieftie re- 
ftoreand conferre thatDignity,vpon the houſe and 
family of the Dukes of Weywar, And becauſe theſe 
Princes are yer vader age,tet theAdminiſtration of 
that Eleftorſhip, be committed to Henry of Brun. 
ſwicke, a learned and vigilant Prince. This projet 
being once ſer a foote, cannot chuſe bur beger infi- 
nite diftra@tens, throughout all Saxony, ſo ſhall it 
come to pafle,that they ſhall waſt and weary them» 
ſelues one againſt another, and by that meanes,be- 
come vtterly vnable to withſtand a common foe 


when he ſhall come vpen them, And | 
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And as for the Marqueſlſe of Brandenburge and 
them of Pomerants, let meanes be vied to meuc the 
King of Polaxd who is the Emperors kinſman to 
covenant with his vncle the King of Swetheland,that 
they two ſhall invade and divide Pruſa, and Car- 
top the ſame: which thing the Marqueſle of Brax- 
denburge will oppoſe withall his powers, Now as 
concerning the Landgraue of Heſſen he muſt be vr- 
ged and ſollicited Gaily ro divide the inheritance e- 
qually with his vacle Lodowicke and to refigne the 
goucrnment of Hertsfeild to the Biſhop of Wirtz- 
burg : it he retule to doe (o, let him bee proclaymed 
rebel], and let his inheritance bee aſſigned vato his 
vncle Lodowicke, 
Moreouer, as for the Duke of Wittemberge, and 


the Elector Palatine, they two may with caſc be ſer 


together by the cares, it the Duke bee commanded 
to make reſtitution of ſome Religious houſes, or 0+ 
therwiſc vpon fais refulail be proclaimed Rebell,and 
ſome neighbouring Monaſteries bee aſſigned co the 
EleQor Palatine, and amongtt them one eſpecially, 
which hee hath bin ebſcrued to hanc aymed at long 
agoc. 

And theſe be rhoſe killing proies of the leſwies, 
which I haue heard from their owne mouthes, not 
without admiration eucn to aſtoniſhment, and they 
haue many more of like ſort, all which I doe not at 
this preſent remember. 

Morcouer, there hath bcene a Conſultation a- 
mong the Jeſwites to ſend abroad ſame bold Aſai 
mates, who by Poyſonor by the Piſtol, may cutoff 
the principall Do&oers of the Reformed Churches, 
wn. os 
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fellowes who are ſo abſolute Mafters in that trade 

of Poyſoning, that they are able fo ro-infe Plar- 

ters, Saltfellers, Baſons, Kettles, Pots,and Caldrons, 
and ſuch like veſlels of ordinary vſe ; that albeit, 
my ſhall be ten cimes ouer waſhed and wiped, yer | 
ſhall they retaine the power and infeftion of moſt 
deadly and ſpeeding poyſon, Wherefore, L hum- 
bly aduiſeall godly and religious Gouernours and 
Miniſters of the Church, that hereafter they bee 
waric, and cautclous how they truſt any, bur ſuch 
as of whoſe fidelity they haue had ſufficient triall, 
And theſe things could neucr haue fallen within 
compaſſe of mine vnderftanding, noreuer did, be- 
fore ſuch time as I heard them from the Principals 
and Heads of the Societie of Ieſuites, together with 
many other particulats, which -I held my ſelfe 
bound in Conſcience te reveale- to the world, for 
the good of my Countrey, and of the Church of 
Cunrsr : which altbough I hane for che preſent 
onely given you as inarude and firſt draught ; yer 
Ipurpoſe; (God willing) in dae time, 'ww exprefſe 
the ſamic at large, painting them'oucin their
